Radioactivity  in  the  Service  of  Man 

The  field  of  medicine  has  been  aided  greatly  in  recent  decades  by  theuse  of  radioactive 
materials  in  various  ways,  in  particular,  in  diagnosis  of  various  conditions  in  the 
human  body. 

Radionuclides — radioactive  atomic  nuclei,  usually  made  artificially — may  be  used  in 
a  number  if  diagnostic  methods  and  biomedical  investigations. 

Dr.  Rosalyn  Yalow  has  pioneered  in  radioimmunoassay,  a  very  useful  technique  with 
application  in  fields  as  diverse  as  study  of  cancer,  infectious  diseases,  and  endocrin¬ 
ology.  For  her  work  in  this  area,  she  won  the  1977  Nobel  Prize  for  Physiology  or 
Medicine.  She  will  discuss  this  work  in  her  talk. 

Dr  .  Yalow  will  also  address  concepts  relating  to  the  disposal  of  radioactive  wastes 
resulting  from  biomedical  uses.  Much  unrealistic  alarm  has  recently  surfaced  about 
such  disposal,  causing  some  radioactive  waste  dumps  to  be  shut  down.  To  help  clarify 
this  issue,  Dr.  Yalow  will  reappraise  potential  risks,  if  any,  associated  with  low-level

A  dream  of  every  missionary  who  has  served  in 
the  Orient  is  to  someday  return  to  the  Far  East, 
said  Dennis  Hill,  assistant  director  for  the  BYU 
Folkdancers. 

Hill  has  been  able  to  make  that  dream  come  true. 

He  said  this  opportunity  came  because  of  the 
BYU  International  Folkdancers  recent  tour  to 
mainland  China  and  Taiwan,  in  which  they  were  the 
first  dance  group  to  have  every  show  they  per¬ 
formed  televised  live. 

‘To  walk  along  the  great  wall  of  China  and  per¬ 
form  for  members  that  I  baptized  and  share  my 
dancing  with  them,  is  something  almost  like  a 
dream.  Hill  said. 

This  summer  Hill,  will  be  given  yet  another 
chance  to  return  to  the  Orient,  as  an  instructor  for 
the  Shanghai  Dancers  in  China. 

Hill  said  while  performing  in  Shanghai,  he  met 
the  song  and  dance  troupe.  “After  performing  for 
them  they  followed  our  tour  and  I  was  able  to  teach 
them  our  material,”  Hill  said.  “They,  mid  all  the 
people  in  China,  were  impressed  and  honored  that 
we  would  perform  their  folklore.” 

Three  months  after  returning  from  the  tour,  Hill 
received  the  request  to  return  as  an  instructor. 

Hill  said  he  would  remain  in  China  only  a  few 
months,  and  not  permanently. 

His  dance  career  began  in  Idaho  Falls,  where  he 
was  bom  and  raised.  It  began  as  a  compromise 
between  his  mother’s  desire  for  him  to  play  the 
piano  and  his  own  desire  to  dance,  he  said.

Hill  said  he  entered  BYU  as  a  freshman  in  1970, 
despite  warnings  from  his  friends  that  he  would  be 
“just  another  number.”  Hill  enrolled  in  a  beginning 
folk  dance  class  and  developed  his  love  for  folk 
dancing. 

After  his  freshman  year,  Hill  was  called  to  the 
Taiwan  mission.  He  said  at  the  time  he  never  real¬ 
ized  his  mission  was  helping  him  prepare  to  be  an 
interpretator  in  the  future. 

The  Dragon  of  Spring  dance  and  the  Chinese 
ribbon  dance,  which  are  performed  by  the  folkdan¬ 
cers,  have  been  choreographed  by  Hill.  He  said  he 
first  learned  of  the  dances  while  on  his  mission. 

When  Hill  returned  to  BYU,  he  was  chosen  for 
the  Folkdance  Performing  Arts  Company.

1978  —  According  to  Rolling  Stone  magazine, 
Tom  Petty  and  the  Heartbreakers  were  “on  the 
verge  of  stardom.”  Boston  had  just  released  its 
long-awaited  second  album,  “Don’t  Look  Back,” 
and  was  receiving  mixed  reviews;  Grace  Slick  left 
Jefferson  Starship  for  a  solo  career;  new  albums  by 
Foghat,  Player  and  The  Who  had  just  been  re¬ 
leased.

Y  football  record 
improves  each  year 

The  Homecoming  game  is  traditionally  one  of  the 
most  important  games  of  the  year.  Because  of  this, 
it  is  often  scheduled  with  a  team  that  BYU  has  a 
good  chance  of  beating. 

Dick  Felt,  former  BYU  football  player  and  a 
BYU  football  coach  for  the  past  15  years,  said  that 
if  he  remembered  anything  about  past  homecoming 
games,  it  was  ‘We  used  to  play  for  everybody  else’s 
Homecoming,  because  they  could  whip  us.” 

Felt  is  remembered  as  a  player  for  a  1952  game 
against  San  Jose  State.  He  came  in  off  the  bench  to 
score  four  touchdowns  in  one  quarter,  a  record 
which  still  stands. 

In  the  last  ten  years  against  UTEP,  BYU  has 
rolled  up 483  points  vs.  113  for  UTEP.  The  lopsided 
victories  against  UTEP  have  not  always  been  the 

BYU  has  not  always  ended  up  on  the  victorious 
side  of  a  come-from-behind  victory.  In  the  1968 
homecoming  game  BYU  was  leading  UTEP  by  a 
score  of  25-3  with  nine  minutes  to  go  in  the  game. 
Quarterback  Brook  Dawson  then  came  in  off  the 
bench  for  UTEP.  He  threw  24  passes,  completing 
17  of  them  for  304  yards.  The  Miners  proceeded  to 
go  80  yards  in  7  plays,  78  yards  in  9  plays,  80  yards 
in  6  plays  and  76  yards  in  7  plays  to  win  the  game 
with  a  final  score  of  31-25. 

Since  1942  the  BYU  football  team  has  compiled  a 
respectable  homecoming  record.  They  have  won  21 
and  lost  12  games.

ABC  ranks  first  in  seasor 
TV  ratings  competition 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  — 
ABC  wrapped  up  the 
1980-81  TV  year  by 
finishing  first  in  the 
weekly  ratings  competi¬ 
tion,  thanks  largely  to 
“Hart  to  Hart”  and 
“Three’s  Company,”  the 
week’s  most-watched 
programs,  figures  from 
the  A.C.  Nielsen  Co. 
showed. 

CBS  had  seven  shows 
among  the  10  highest- 
rated,  but  it  wasn’t 
enough  to  overcome 
ABC’s  quick  start. 

CBS  had  won  the 
three-way  competition 
38  times  in  the  55-week 
period  —  the  recently 
completed  TV  year  was 
stretched  a  bit  by  labor 
problems  in  Hollywood. 

It  was  ABC’s  third 
straight  finish  in  the 
No.  1  spot,  and  the  net¬ 
work’s  10th  of  the  year. 

NBC  finished  first 
five  times,  and  ABC  and 
CBS  tied  for  the  top 
position  twice.

4  was  17.3  to  1679  for 
CBS  and  13.8  for  NBC.
